T he bill appropriating $25,000 for the 
erection of a light-house at B allast Point, 
in San Diego harbor, was agreed to, but tbe 
bill establishing four life-saving stations on 
the Pacific coast was lost, because R epre­ 
sentative W eber, of New Y ork, m ade a m o­ 
tion of no quorum , because he could not 
get his bill for a light-house at the m outh 
of the N iagara river through.

W asiiinoton, Ju ly 17th—In the Senate 
T eller said he was no t well enough to speak 
on the fisheries question. 
Allisi n repi rted back the sundry civil 
appropriation bill. 
T he Senate proceeded to the considera­ 
tio n of tbe biil to place Jo h n C. F rem ont 
on the retired list as a M ajor-General of 
th e arm y. 
Regan and Cockrell opposed the bilí. 
W ilson of Iow a asked Cockrell w hether 
he had not voted to put Fitzjohn P orter on 
th e retired list 
Cockrell adm itted having done so, but 
said if he had done w rong once th at would 
not justify him in doing w rong twice. 
Fitzjohn P orter had noth in g to do with 
th e case. 
If a M ilitary Commission ex­ 
am ined F rem ont's record and 
reported 
that a great w rong had been perpetrated 
on him . and if the G eneral of the A rm y 
indorsed th e report, th en he (Cockrell) 
would vole to restore him to his rank. 
W ilson suggested th at th at could never 
happen, as General F rem ont h ad not been 
dism issed from tbe arm y. 
Cockrell corrected th at statem ent, and 
said the record show ed th at Jo h n C. F re­ 
m ont had been court-m artialed and dis­ 
missed from tho arm y. 
After som e further discussion th e bill was 
passed—yeas 2», nays 21. 
On m otion of P lum b th e Senate receded 
from its am endm ent to the postoffice bill, 
know n as the subsidy am endm ent. 
Tbe Senate then resum ed consideration 
of tbe bill providing for the adjustm ent of 
the accounts of laborers, w orkm en and 
m echanics em ployed by th e G overnm ent 
under the eight-hour law .

T he first section provides th at whoever, 
as a laborer, w orkm an or m echanic, bus 
been em ployed by or on behalf of the Gov­ 
ernm ent since tlie 25:h day of June, 1868 
(tbe date of the Act constituting eight 
nours a day's work), w hether engaged at a 
price per day or by piece-w ork, or task­ 
work, shall be paid for each eight hours be 
had been em ployed as for a full day’s work, 
w ithout any reduction on account of a re­ 
duction of the hours of labor. 
T he second section provides th at all 
claim s for labor so perform ed in excess of 
eight hours per day, is hereby referred to 
tbe Court of C laim s,to be adjudicated upon 
the basis th at eight hours constitute a day’s 
work, and arc to be paid for at a price per 
day as provided for in the first section of 
this Act, and any ju d g m en t given against

The action of Governor W aterm an iu 
declining to interpose ExoCdiive cletuetsey 
between the law ami the offender in the 
case of Alexander Goldeoson, will meet 
with public app'-eval. 
The prerogative of 
Executive clemency is lodged in the G ov­ 
ernor bv the people of the State, to be ex­ 
ercised in the interests of justice, and ir. 
such a m anner only as v. ill serve the high­ 
est interests of society. 
W here, however, 
a fair trial has been had, where a criminal 
has lieen defended by able attorneys,where 
the machinery of inatice has not beer, sub­ 
verted, where questions of law have been 
passed upon by the highest tribunal of the 
State, and the action of the Court below 
has l>een approved; in short where a man 
has been found guilty of a capital offense, 
and sentenced to death, and no proceeding 
in his trial has been in contravention of 
the law of the State, he is being deprived 
of life according to duo process of law. 
In 
all such ruses, the activities in favor of the 
exercise of Executive clemency in behalf 
of a m urderer under sentence of death will 
he on th e side of the murderer himself. 
Pressure will bo made by those who are re­ 
lated to li:rn, or by attorneys under fee, or 
by im mediate friends, and to he able to re­ 
sist such a pressure is to l>e accepted as an 
evidence of manliness and courage in an 
Executive. 
It does not from this, however, 
follow tfiat any exercise of Executive 
clemency would be an evidence of weak­ 
ness. 
There may lie cases wherein con­ 
viction was due to prejudices, to the irreg­ 
ular passion of the hour, and wherein tes­ 
timony subsequently discovered, and not 
available for defense, m ight w arrant the 
Executive in the interposition of his great 
prerogative; 
and the best evidence an 
Executive can offer of his tituess to wield 
the prerogative of Executive clemency is 
the refusal to exercise it in raises like that 
under consideration, where the crime is 
unrelieved by a single ray of light which 
would soften its asperity and justify the 
hope that the perpetrator was not at heart 
a murderer of the lirst degree.

I'm-: discovery of another anarchist dy­ 
namite plot in Chicago and the arrest of 
the conspirators recalls the incidents and 
excitement of the Ilaym arkct massacre 
and the subsequent execution of the .Spies 
gang of murderers. 
The recent plot was 
apparently laid in revenge and aimed 
against the officers of the law who prose­ 
cuted the Anarchists and secured their 
conviction and punishment. 
The new 
conspiracy will be but a day’s “ wonder," 
for it appears to have had 110 prominent 
Anarchists iu the front, and to have been 
bunglingly managed. 
There has been re­ 
lated to it, neither, any of the prefatory 
agitation and appeals to the passions of the 
discontented that characterized the period 
just preceding the bomb-throwing iu the 
Haym&rket. 
The disclosure of the plot 
was cot by any means accidental, but the 
result of well-planned and discreet police 
surveillance and detective foresight. This 
fact is of great important* and will go far 
toward holding the Anarchist crew in 
check, and command through fear the re­ 
spect they ought to have for the laws 
through gratitude for the blessings of a 
free government. 


C ongressm an R a y n e r, in a long ar­ 
ticle in the North American Jim-inr, dis­ 
cusses the issues of the campaign from a 
Democratic standpoint. 
The Republican 
party eould scarcely wish for better am­ 
munition than that which Mr. R aynersup­ 
plies. 
As an example of the “ argument ” 
this champion puts forth, he solemnly 
alleges chat the Republican party has no 
other conception of civil service reform 
than a system that will keep Republicans 
in office and Democrats out.

CHICAGO’* SENSATION. 


A 4-fgantlc Ttot to Kevenge the fc a rc h - 
iata Frustrated. 


C h ic a g o , July 17th.— B y bold, tknely ac­ 
tion, Inspector Bonfieid 
th is 
morning 
jtrobal ly saved (he lives of him self and 
Judges Gary and Grinneil. 
In 
a small 
frame house near AshlatiO avenue and 
Thirty-third street were -found twelve 
dynam ite bombs, a revolver and a knife, 
and as the owner of th e articles stepped 
to the sidewalk he wa-s ancsted by Bou- 
tielcl hi person and taken to the police sta­ 
tion. T wo other arrests were made. W hen 
questioned as to what the prisoners in­ 
tended to do, Bonfieid confined him self to 
saying : “ There was a conspiracy of long 
standing, and it was about to be put into 
e.vecution. 
They intended to use the 
dynamite 0 11 Judges Gary and Grinneil and 
myself. The chief prisoner is an old-time 
Anarchist, and was 
prominent 
in the 
schemes of the Haym arket times.” 


HOW THE ARREST WAS MAPE. 
Before making the first arrest, Bonfieid 
liad the house surrounded by five picked 
officers. Just as daylight was breaking the 
Inspector was joined iu the vicinity by a 
stranger, and a few minutes later a man 
emerged from the house. The stranger 
nudged Bonfieid, and an order was given 
to an officer to close in on the m a D . 
He 
made a desperate fight, but was quickly 
overpowered and placed in charge of two 
officers. 
Bonfieid and the 
other officers then 
rushed into the house. They were met on 
tiie stairs by a woman, the wife of the man 
who had been 
captured, but she was 
brushed aside and the police, guided by 
the stranger, entered the hall bedroom, 
where, hidden away in a corner, the In­ 
spector found an even 


DOZEN OF DYNAMITE CARTRIDGES 
Wrapped up in brown paper. 
Further 
search in the room disclosed hidden in a 
bed a large revolver and dagger 
Some 
bundles of letters and other papers were 
also taken care of by the police. Then a 
patrol wagon was cailed and the prisoner 
was aken to the station. 


TIIE OTHER ARRESTS. 
The officer next went to a house some 
distance away, which, it is supposed, was 
3016 Queen street. 
Here the two other 
arrests were made and all three captives 
taken to the Central station. 


A WELL ARRANGED PLOT. 
Inspector Bon field is reported to have 
said privately that the plot was a well ar­ 
ranged one. 
About 
twenty determined 
murderers were in the conspiracy and they 
were, at a certain hour after midnight to­ 
night, to he at the homes of Grinneil, 
Garry, Bontield Frank Walter, General 
Stiles, Riid others prom inent in the prose­ 
cution of the H ayiuarket assassins. The 
dynamite was to be placed beneath the 
houses of these and the powerful explosives 
were to be touched of simultaneously. 
The Board of Trade was to be blown to 
the sky at the same time a n d a wholesale 
reign of terror to be inaugurated. 


THE ARRESTED MEN. 
The utunes of the men arrested are John 
Kroneck, Frank Cbapek and Frank Che- 
bowa, all Bohemians. The first-named is 
a cabinet-maker by trade, who lives on 
Farrell street. Chebowa is a tuiior, and is 
the informer who told the story of the plot 
to a Bohemian, who in turn detailed it to 
Inspector Bonfieid about ten days ago. 


HISTORY O F THE PLOT. 
It seems that since the execution of tiie 
Anarchists a movement was started among 
their followers in Chicago to do business at 
the old stand. 
It was concluded that the 
‘ Groups,” as reorganized, were to have no 
more than three members each, with each of 
the three membeis well acquainted with 
the othets who composed the Group when 
formed. It was thought that “squealing” 
in the 
ranks would become a lost art. 
The three men arrested to-day constituted 
a Group, and in the hands of these was left 
the pleasant occupation of blowing up 
residences until the act of last November 
was considered fully wiped out in blood 
The Group bad no regular meeting place, 
but casually met as friends, and over a glass 
of beer concocted. 


THEIR 1:LOOPY SCHEMES. 
It was agreed that Grinnell’s 
house 
should go up first and Judge Gary’s next, 
and last Saturday night was the time set 
for carrying out the plot. Inspector Bon­ 
tield was the third man doomed to die, but 
just how had not been fully decided upon. 
On July 1th Krouek examined the prem­ 
ises ol Judge Grinneil, with a view to the 
habits ot its occupants. Yfhen he reported 
to bis companions that nivbt the enormity 
of the offense began to dawn upon Che­ 
bowa, who made up his mind to ask a 
friend for advice. The latter hurried to 
the police departm ent and told his story. 
In the houses of the three men num er­ 
ous weapons were found and enough dy­ 
namite to have blown up the largest budd­ 
ing iu the city. 
It is siated in this connection that 
Kronek and Chapek were intim ate friends 
of Louis Linpg, the bomb-niakpr, and both 
were arrested after the Haymarket riot. 
Chief Hubbard says there will be more 
arrests made to-night, but refuses to give 
further information. 


INSPECTOR i!ON FIEI.p ' h STORY. 


C h ic a g o , July 17th.—Inspector Bonfieid 
to-night told the story of the plot and the 
capture. He said that the fact that a con­ 
spiracy existed came to him from a Bo­ 
hemian 0 11 the West Side, whose name he 
declined to give. We learned the where­ 
abouts of the nten late last night and pro­ 
cured warrants for the arrest of them . Be­ 
sides Lieutenant Elliott and four of his 
men we had two other officers along who 
spoke Bohemian. The first place visited 
was 2952 Farrell street, wiiere Kronek, the 
chief of the trio, lived. 
We arrived there 
about 4 o’clock this morning, and con­ 
cluded not to enter but to wait for develop­ 
ments. 
The 
fellow 
cante 
out about 
7 o'clock, and we arrested him with­ 
out difficulty, he being taken entirely by 
surprise. 
His name is John Kronek 
and his age about thirty. W e searched the 
house and found a small portion of dyna­ 
mite. 
We also found over two dozen 
bombs, about four inches long and of cast 
iron. 
Lieutenant Mahoney was then tele­ 
phoned, and arrested Frank Cbapek at 496 
Twentieth street. Cbapek'e liottse was not 
searched. Chebowa was then arrested by 
our party. 
In his custody wa3 eight hall- 
pound packages 
of dynamite, 
labeled 
'■ Aetna,” and some bombs, the same as 
those found on Farrell street. The prison­ 
ers will be prosecuted tinder .Section 54. 
which provides for a fine and from five to 
twenty-five years for having dynamite in 
unlawful possession. 


ONLY A SPORADIC CASE. 


C h ic a g o . July 17tli—Inspector Bontield 
said to night to an Associated Frees repre­ 
sentative: “ It is a mistake to suppose tnat 
the arrest to-day implies a widespread or­ 
ganization, or that public buildings were to 
be blown up and a reign of terror inaug­ 
urated. There are less than a dozen per­ 
sons interested. These men are Bohemians, 
and very few of that nationality are Anar­ 
chists. It is a sort of sporadic outbreak, 
an ill-matured plan by a few persons, and, 
far from contemplating a reign of terror 
and bloodshed, it was meant merely for 
mischief to three persons, Judge Garv 
Judge Grinneil and myself.” 


MRS. PARSONS HAS BLOOD IN HEP. K Y E . 


C h ic a g o , July 19th.—Mrs. A. R. Parsons 
was informed of the arrest of the A n­ 
archists to-day, and was asked if she knew 
anything about the m atter. 
She said if 
there was any conspiracy it bad been 
hatched up by the police. She said : “ The 
police haven t murdered any Anarchists 
sinee November, aod are thirsting for 
blood. If Grinneil and Gray are not killed 
soon. I will kill them myself.’' 
Pointing to her ten-year-old eon, she con­ 
tinued : "W h at do you suppose I am 
raisiug him for'. 
I shall teach him that 
bis lather was murdered, and by whom ? 
by those red-handed butchers, art-1 they 
had better look out.”

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


OFFENDED JUSTICE. 


P eo p le W ho 
A n sw ered 
Y esterday for 
C rim es C om m itted. 
There wfts a large num ber of cases on 
the Police Court calender yesterday, none 
of which, however, were of a very serious 
nature. 
Mollie Johnston was arrrsted on a charge 
of grand larceny on the com plaint of W. C. 
T hurm an, of Lincoln, Placer county. On 
motion of K. C. Hart, counsel for the de­ 
fendant, the examination was postponed 
until to-morrow morning. 
The defendant 
was released on a bond of $500. 
Lew Myers, a hack man, was arrested on 
a charge of misdemeanor. His attorney, 
K. C. H art, demanded a jury trial, and the 
case was set for Tuesday next. 
W hen the case of Mrs. Peter Stortz, who 
was arrested for attem pting to shoot Nellie 
Clifton, came np she was represented by E. 
C. H art and John Shannon. The former 
asked that the case be continued until 
Thursday and it was so ordered. The City 
Attorney announced that he had prepared 
a complaint, but that no one had ap­ 
peared to swear to it. 
Nellie 
Clifton 
and officer Campbell were recognized to 
appear as witness. 
Judge Buckley then 
took occasion to notify the counsel "for de­ 
fendant and all otheis interested that he 
proposed to adopt a new rule in cases 
where offenses were committed and the 
purtics declined to prosecute. There had 
been a number of cases lately where per­ 
sons had been assaulted and afterwards re­ 
fused to swear to a complaint. 
W hen this 
case comes up the Judge said if nocom plaint 
had been filed, he would proceed to take the 
testimony of witnesses in the shape of 
depositions, and if it appeared from the 
evidence that the case should be proceeded 
with he would have a warrant issued. The 
public had an interest in these cases, and 
the prosecution should not fail because the 
persons supposed to be most interested had 
some reason why they did not wish to 
swear to a complaint. 
L. Bennett, heretofore convicted of dis­ 
turbing the peace, appeared for sentence. 
H e had been out on his owu recognizance 
and had been brought in again by the 
officers for being drunk again. 
Judge 
Buckley gave the young mau a severe 
lecture. 
He said it was an unpleasant duty 
to pass sentence upon a per.-on he hail 
known since childhood, but the defendant 
had been in Court frequently, generally for 
abusing his own faiher in the most out­ 
rageous manner. 
Bennett was ordered to 
pay a tine of $50, or go to the county jail 
for fifty days, and the Court intim ated that 
the next tim e he came before him the sen­ 
tence would be one of imprisonment, w ith­ 
out the alternative of paying a fine. 
Mrs. Margaret Leonard was tried on a 
charge of Ois'urbing the peace of Mr. 11c- 
Vay, who resides at Twenty-first and N 
streets. Joseph and Richard McVay, sons 
of the complainant, testified that the de­ 
fendant had called Richard and his mother 
the vilest names. The defendant, by way 
of showing provocation, said that the boy- 
had drank some of her milk, and had made 
faces at her and called her vile names first. 
The defendant was found guilty and or­ 
dered to appear for sentence on Saturday- 
morning. 
W illiam Kennedy, cl-arged with being 
drunk, had been sent to the County Hos­ 
pital. 
Raphael Vasquez was proven by the 
evidence of officers to lie a common drunk­ 
ard. It was shown that the defendant was 
never sober when he was out of jail. He 
was sentenced to serve eighty days in the 
County Jail. 
Ed. Rand was again convicted of being a 
common drunkard and vagrant. Most of 
his tim e is s[>ent in jail. He said that 
Fong Lee had a fresh barrel of China gin, 
and ho had be»n patronizing it. He was 
sentenced to seventy days in the County 
Jail. 
F. A. Hobbs pleaded guilty to having 
been drunk. Officer Agner testified that he 
had been around the streets for some time, 
begging ot business men. H e had warned 
him to leave town or sober up, and, as he 
did not take good advice ho was arrested. 
Officer Campbell testified to the same thing. 
The defendant eatd he had been working 
for Newton Fay, but was subject to occa­ 
sional sprees. He had never been arrested 
before, and was very repentant. He said 
he was a workingman, and to go to jail 
would kill him . He was a good man. with 
a team, and everybody liked him when he 
was sober. He was very nervous and shaky, 
and excited the sym pathy of everyone pres­ 
ent. 
Officer Ash said that he had known 
the prisoner for over ten years, and though 
he had sometimes Reen hitn on a spree, he 
believed that otherwise he was a very good 
m an. 
He was ordered to pay a fine ot $10, 
or serve teD days in the City Prison.

M eetin g o f th e R ep u b lican C onntv C om ­ 
m ittee Laat N igh t. 
The Republican County Central Com­ 
mittee m et at the Court-house last evening 
at 8 o'clock, Chairman Davis presiding, 
and the following 
members 
p resent: 
George W . Hancock, Frank Daroux, J. J. 
Campbell, H iram Johnson, R. J. Merkley, 
Thomas H. Berkey, M. A. Howard and 
George Murray. 
Mr. Daroux held the 
proxy of A. J. Rhoads, and Mr. Merkley 
that of Christopher Ecklon. 
The Chairman stated that the object of 
the meeting was to correct the call issued 
by the committee at their meeting on Sat­ 
urday evening last, so as to declare one of 
the objects of the coming Convention to be 
the nomination of county and city officers, 
and the selection of a County Central Com­ 
mittee, which had been left cut of the call 
by mistake. 
There was present a large num ber of cit­ 
izens, m any of them members of the Re­ 
publican Committee of Twenty-six, among 
them the following : Felix Tracey, Charles 
Cummings, C. A. Luhrs, Dr. W. A. Briggs. 
H. Weinstock, Max E. Hornleia, Clinton 
L. W hite and A. S. Hopkins. 


A S APPEAL. 
Felix Tracey requested the privilege of 
briefly addressing the committee and said: 
Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen o f the Com­ 
mittee: At a meeting held last night by the 
so-called lteoublican Committee of Twen­ 
ty-six, they appointed a committee of three 
to meet here with all the members of that 
committee an d as many other citizens as 
could do so conveniently, to make sugges 
tions to this committee. 
We come here, as 
we believe, in the interest of the Republi­ 
can party. 
We come here to do what we 
believe will bring about harmony. That 
alter the primary meetings have beeu 
held there will be no such thing as 
what is commonly called kicking; that 
there will be no reason for it; and that ths 
Republican party of this county will be 
united and will come up as one man to 
work for the National, Congressional and 
County ticket. The suggestions we have 
to make I will state very briefly. They 
are two. We recognize the fact, and no 
doubt voi: do, that there are ill the Repúb­ 
lica:; party, you might say twoparlies; and 
the Republican party, or any other party 
would not he good lor anything unless 
there v.as opposition—and we have it. We 
find that in this committee there is a ma­ 
jority and a minority, and we suggest that 
the m inority have the privilege of nam ing 
one man in each poiling-place in this city. 
We ask it in order that whoever may be 
defeated, whether ho aspires for an office or 
whatever it may be, or whether he be a dele­ 
gate, or any set of delegates who are de­ 
feated, that there will be no shadow of ex­ 
cuse for not abiding by the decision. 
We 
b-lieve that if you take this action, in con­ 
nection with perhaps a change in the ap­ 
portionment, together with the action you 
have already had, that it will result in 
¡ r-at good to the Republican party. 
The other m atter that we propose to 
bring before you is the m atter of apportion­ 
ment, and we have figures for that. We 
simply subm it these matters to you. Mr. 
W hite will present that side of the ease to 
you. 
We do not come here to propose 
to dictate or attempt to force you to any 
action. We come here as Republicans 
and 
as 
we 
believe you are Repub­ 
licans, so 
that 
we 
may 
all 
work 
together, as 1 have already intimated, to 
overcome the common foe. And as our 
motto in this campaign is to be protection, 
and as it is in our platform to protect the 
ballot-boxes of the South, we desire that 
you will lake such steps a- will protect the 
ballot-boxes of the city of Sacramento. We 
think it would be inconsistent for the Re­ 
publican par'v to say much in this cam ­ 
paign about protecting the ballot-boxes in 
the South unless they take care of them in 
the North. 
[Applause.] 


APPORTIONMENT. 
Clinton L. W hite then addressed the 
Committee as follows: 
Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen o f the County 
Central Committee: 
The m atter referral to 
by Mr. Tracey, and which I was direc;ed to 
call 
the 
attention of 
the committee 
to, is in regard to tbeapportionm eut of dele­ 
gates as fixed already by the call that has 
been made for the primary election as re­ 
gards the city of Sacramento. 
Mr. Daioux—I move that if Mr. W hite 
has any communication, that he present it 
and let the Secretary icad it. 
The Chairman—Let Mr. W hite proceed. 
The Chair rules that any Republican has a 
right to address this meeting. 
Mr.White—We were unable to determine 
upon what basis, if any, this committee, 
accordingtotheresolution adopted, made its 
apportionment ofdelegates, but I have,under 
the direction of a number of gentlemen, got 
what is no doubt correct information on 
that sunje< t—that is, on the subject of 
the vote. 
And 
we 
subm it 
that a 
fair 
apportionment of delegates as di­ 
vided among the four wards of the city 
might be made by this committee either 
upon the vote for the Blaine and Logan 
eecio s at the election held November 4, 
1884, or upon the vote of Sacramento city 
at the State election held November 2, 
188'i, either taking the vote that was east 
for John F. Swilt for Governor at the latter 
election, or, there perhaps being objection 
so that, the vote of R. \Y. W aterman for 
Lieutenant-Governor, t:e being the success­ 
ful candidate at that election, and we de­ 
sire to call the attention of this committee 
to a probable mistake—an evident mistake 
—made by this committee in its apportion­ 
ment, and which we trust it will only be 
necessary to call your attention to that it 
shall be rectified. 
The apportionm ent of delegates in the 
County Convention was 108 to the city and 
as mentioned in tbo call, as 1 understand it, 
there are 22 to the First Ward, 24 to the 
Second Ward, 34 to the Third Ward, and 2S 
to the Fourth Ward. 
Now at the election 
held four years ago the Republican vote of 
this city was as follows : In the First Super­ 
visor District—first precinct, 32S; second 
precinct, 310; third precinct, 432. 
Second 
Supervisor 
District—first precinct, 200; 
second precinct, 290; third precinct, 360. 
Third Supervisor District—first precinct, 
323; second precinct, 187; third precinct, 
276; fourth precinct, 195. 
Now, of these 
precincts the second precinct of the First 
Supervisor District was made up of a por­ 
tion of territory lying between Fifth and 
Eighth street, north of K, and this cist 310 
Republican votes. 
That precinct is com­ 
posed of two rows of blocks of the First 
W ard. 
and 
one 
row 
of 
block 
belonging to the Third Ward, that now be­ 
longing to the Third Ward being much 
more populous, extending awav north, 
while the others stop at what is called 
China slough. Now, in making your ap­ 
portionm ent of delegates this pntire 310 
votes are assumed to have been cast in the 
First W ard, and the First W ard is allowed 
delegates accordingly. 
Assuming now, and we may do so rea­ 
sonably, that at least one-third of the Re­ 
publican votes cast in that precinct were 
voters who belonged in the Third Ward, 
then the Third Ward is entitled to repre­ 
sentation based upon 103 or 104 votes more 
than she has got, and the First Ward should 
have her apportionm ent reduced to that 
extent. 
On the other side of R street, the third 
precinct ot the Second Supervisor District 
is made up of two rows of blocks, extend­ 
ing from Fifth to Seventh street. 
Fifth 
street is the line between the Second and 
Fourth Wards. In other words this pre­ 
cinct is made up of one row of blocks in 
the Second and one row of blocks in the 
Fourth W ard. Now I happen to know, 
from figures in the Board of 8apervisors’ 
office, that the row of blocks in the Fourth 
W ard I am speaking of cast 158 votes, and 
the row of blocks in the Second Ward cast 
126. 
In making your apportionment of 
delegates all of these people—and 1 speak 
as one having a personal grievance, because 
I live in the row of blocks between Sixth 
and Seventh streets—all of these Republi­ 
cans in that row of blocks from K street, 
between Sixth and Seventh, south, were 
counted to swell the apportionm ent allot­ 
ted to the Second Ward, and her propor­ 
tionate num ber of delegates has been 
taken from the Fourth W ard accordingly. 
There were 206 votes cast. Assuming that 
one-half of those were voters of the Fourth 
W ard—and the figures show that it must 
have been more than one-half of them — 
thee there were 103 Republican votes there 
that should be credited to the Fourth 
W ard, while that num ber of delegates, 
whatever it would represent, ought to be 
taken from the Second Ward. 
The Republican vote in 1687 for the 
Blaiiieand Logan electors, by wards, was 
as follows ; First Ward, 516; Second Ward, 
642; Third Ward, 1,019; Fourth Ward, 
910. Now, then, divide that in such a way 
as to give an apportionment of 108. or as 
near as may be—my figures make 109 dele­ 
gates—a proper and fair apportionm ent, 
according to the Republican vote actually 
cast at that tim e would be 3s follows ; One 
delegate for every 2S votes cast would gave 
the First Ward Í9, Second Ward 20. Third 
Ward 36, and Fourth Ward 34 delegates. 
Or it you take the vote for John F. Swift 
and make the same calculation, it would 
be one delegate for every 26 votes, which 
would give the First Ward 19, Second 20, 
Third 37 and Fourth 34. 
Or take the vote cast in 1686 for our 


present Governor, and your apportionment 
would be then to m ake 108 votes, one dele­ 
gate for every 29 votes, which would give 
the First Ward 19, Second 21, Third 36 and 
Fourth 33. The actual Republican votes 
cast for Governor W aterman in the differ­ 
ent wards at that tim e were: First Ward 515, 
Second Ward 542, T hird W ard 1 045 and 
Fourth Ward 932. 
Yonr apportionm ent as made in the call, 
and which we desire corrected, is on the 
following basis: In the First Ward you 
have allowed one delegate for every' 23 
votes; in the Second, one delegate for 
every 21 votes; in the Third, one dele­ 
gate for every 28 votes, and 
in the 
Fourth, 
one 
delegate 
for 
every 
32 
votes. Under the circumstances we sub­ 
mit, Mr. Chairman, that having pointed 
out this error in your calculations, it is 
in the interest of the Republican party 
that this should be corrected ; ttiat there 
should be no disfranchisement, or partial 
disfranchisement, of Republican voters; 
tbat particularly in the votes of these 'wo 
precincts that are divided on the one side 
between the First and Third Wards and 
on the other between the Second and 
Fourth Wards, your call should be so 
amended as to proiect the people who live 
in these wards. These are the matters di­ 
rected by these gentlemen to be submitted 
by me. 
Mr. Hancock asked Mr. W hite if he re­ 
membered that two years 220, when the 
Third Ward was asking fot 1. larger repre­ 
sentation in the Convention, he had fought 
the proposition, was the champion of the 
opposition and succeeded in depriving that 
ward of its nroper representation. 
Mr. \V bite admitted that be had done so, 
and that he had been wrong, but as Mr. 
Hancock was then the champion of full 
representation, he expected him to vote 
now in favor of granting what the com­ 
m ittee asked. 
Jl. Weinstock, one of the committee ap­ 
pointed to wait on the Comity Central 
Committee, then addressed them and urged 
them to take such action as would create 
harmony and secure a fair ballot. 
He re­ 
ferred to the events of the last city election 
and hoped they would not be repeated. 
Mr. Davis stated to the gentlemen of the 
Committee of Twenty-six that they had 
traitors in their camp, and that he had 
been approached by men who be knew 
were not true to there. 
Messrs. Daroux and Hancock stated that 
the apportionment in the call was not 
make by wards but by Supervisor Districts. 
Mr. Campbell explained that the Judges 
and Inspectors were named by the commit­ 
teemen representing the various Supervisor 
Districts. 
Mr. Hancock said the apportionm ent in 
the call was made by the apportionm ent ot 
two years ago. very nearly. 
The action of 
the Board of Supervisóla had made il ne­ 
cessary to ba.-e it on Supervisor Districts 
instead of wards. 


DECLINED TO ACT. 
A communication was received from 
John F. Dreman declining to act as Judge 
of the primary election. 
Mr. Daroux, for him self and Mr. Rhoads, 
representing that district, named for that 
position Mr. Ed. R. Hamilton, who was 
acceptable to all, as no objection was made. 


EXECUTIVE SESSION. 
T h “ committee of citizens having said 
all they desired to, Mr. Daroux moved that 
the committee go into executive session. 
The motion was carried by the following 
vo te: 
Ayes—Rhodes, Hancock, Daroux, Camp* 
bell, Murray, Merkley and Ecklon. 
Noes—Howard, Johnson, Berkey and 
Davis. 
Mr. Howard then moved that he be per­ 
mitted to name one of the Judges in the 
first precinct of the Second Supervisor Dis 
trict. A long discussion followed and the 
motion was lost by the following vote: 
Ayes—Howard and Berkey. 
Noes—Rhodes, Hancock, Daroux, Camp­ 
bell, Murray, Merkley, Ecklon nnd Davis. 
Mr. Johnson declined to vote, as he 
thought it was entirely a matter of courtesy 
between Mtssrs. Howard and Daroux. 
Mr. Howard said he made the request 
because citizens demanded it. 
Those who opposed his motion put it on 
the ground that good men had already 
been named, and it would be a reflection 
upon any of them to remove them, and Mr. 
Howard made no charges against any of 
them. 
The Chairman subm itted an amendm ent 
to the call declaring that the County Con­ 
vention to which delegates were to be 
elected was for the purpose of nominating 
county officers, appointing a County Cen­ 
tral Committee and transacting such other 
business as might come before it, so as to 
make it conform to the Porter law. 
The 
amendm ent 
was 
unanim ously 
adopted. 
The polling-place was changed from 
Eighteenth and M, to Griffith's store, Sev­ 
enteenth and M streets. 
The committee adjourned at 10 o’clock, 
without having referred to or taken any 
action upon the matters submitted to it by 
the Committee of Twenty-Six.
